"In all thj: plans 
for

work to bo undertaken by the fund. 
1 am glad to say that we American 
members are in 
absolute 
harmony 


with the French committee, anil that 
we are thoughtfully considering 
the 


different plans projected for the most 
successful employment of the fund's 
monies. 


"We are now occupied in examine 


different properties in or near Paris, 
with the object of securing a suit- 
ible place for the co-ordination of thn 
various objectives we have in view, 
such as depots for the storing of raw 
materials, exchanges for the sale of 
manufactured products and so on, as 
well as ateliers for different trades 
incl schools for various works of in- 
struction. 


"The first visit of Mr. Kessler, Mrs. 


Webster and myself was to the Hos- 
>ice of the Quinze-Vingts. 
This an- 


cient institution was once the bar- 
racks of the 
Mousquetaires. 
whose 


,-aIorous deeds ive have all enjoyed 
n the pages 
of 
Alexander 
Dumas. 


Afterwards the barracks 
became 
a 


•eneral hospital, and at the beginning 
of the war, one section of it was given 
over to the first 
treatment 
of 
the 


Jlinded soldiers. 
The 
hospital 
is 


under the direction of Dr Valude, a 
member of our committee, who con- 
ducted us through the institute and 
pointed out to us the most interest- 
ns: cases. 
There we saw three of 


he unfortunate men whom this fund 


had just taken under its protection 
and their gratitude to the American 
sympathisers who had- come to their 
succor was touching 
beyond 
words. 


One.' fine younfr fellow, twenty years 
of age, totally blinded, both arms am- 
putated at the elbow 
and

"Our next visit was to the re-edu- 


eatlonal institute of 
neullly.

school is an adjunct of the Qulnze-

eye-wounds are Healed ul the Quinze- 
.Vingts, tlie men are sent to Eeuilly 
for the training which is to fit them 
for a new life of usefulness. 
Many 


trades are taught here, such as brush- 
maldng, chair-caning, the making of 
various 
parts 
of 
automobiles 
and 


aeroplanes, 
typewriting 
and 
als'o 


many other things which are more 
!n the way of diversion than of prac- 
tical value of the afoYementtoncd vo- 
cations. 


When these men have finished their 


term of instruction In one or "more of 
these trades, and are considered com- 
pletely re-educntcd and ready to return 
to their own homes to commence their 
new 
lives, a groat difficulty arises. 


There are no funds available for their 
re-establishment, no 
funds 
to 
miy 


them 
tools, 
or 
machines 
or raw 


materials, 
without 
which 
their 


learning Is of no avail. 
Consequently 


they find themselves 
left, 
helpless, 


and 
dependent upon 
their 
families, 


barring the small pension they re- 
ceive. 


"The A.B.F.B. has already come to 


the assistance of many of these re- 
educated men, has .secured a. small 
cottage for many of them supplied 
them with furniture and with tools 
and raw materials so that they cheer- 
fully commence their new lives un- 
der the happiest 
possible 
auspices. 


The surrounding conditions of every 
man are looked into, nnrl our commit- 
tee secures the co-operation of the 
prefet o ftho village, or the mayor, 
or of some other reliable person, to re- 
port on the progress of the repatriat- 
ed man, and to watch over his welfare. 
We have so far received only the most 
highly satisfactory reports 
of 
this 


branch of the fund's work and a great 
many of our proteges are happily set- 
tled near their relatives and friends.

ail come to bid us welcome. ' 
The 


mayor made a short speech of greet- 
ing and then under the guidance of 
the Kood Dr. Cosse, we went through 
tlie workshops, chatting with the men 
who (were highly pleased to show 
us their work and to tell us their 
histories. 


"These men are trained in the usual 


trades, . supplemented by a course in 
vegetable gardening which they great- 
ly enjoy. 
They dig the ground, plant 


the seeds, tend vegetables and thus 
prepare themselves to cultivate their 
own gardens when they return 
to 


their liomes. 
This supplying of their 


own vegetables Is 
a 
very 
sensible 


economy for them, besides affording 
them needed exercise in tho fresh air. 
There were two young men iii this 
institution who were of special In- 
terest to us, as they were about to 
return to tho liomes 
provided 
for 


them 
by 
the 
A.B.F.B. fund. 
These 


younir men are thoroughly re-eclucat- 
ed in three different trades and there 
is no douht of their becoming wholly 
self-supporting. 
We have leased for 


each man a small cottage, furnished 
it suitably, and supplied the tools and 
materials essential for his work. One 
man has a wife and a small baby, and 
the other is engaged to be married 
and they are both overjoyed at the 
prospects that life now holds out for 
them. 


"At the close of our visit, the men 


were assembled in

where Dr. Cosse made them an ad- 
dress which ran about as follows:

"There were more phrases in this 


same spirit, which the men heartily 
applauded, and then our two special 
proteges camo forward with two 1m- 
monso bouquets, one for Mrs. Web- 
ster and one for me. 
So you sea we 


were royally feted in this quiet old- 
world town of Cha.i-li-os and 
wo re- 


turned to Paris, hot, (lusty and tired 
but happy-hearted 
beyond 
measure 


to know that wo were connected with 
this great work of 
relief, 
which Is 


more deeply appreciated over here 
than words can tell. 


"Up'to the present time we cannot 


attempt to do what is urgently needed 
and what we desire to do, slnco the 
amount of our collections 
lias 
not 


yet reached tho necessary proportions, 
but wo aro relying upon continued and 
additional support from home, so that 
once established, our 
Institution will 


be worthy of the best traditions of 
the great nation whose generosity it 
will represent. 


"We have several attractive prem- 
ises under consideration at present for 
this A.B.F.B. institution, but we do 
not intend to como to any hasty de- 
cision, and shall give oacli location 
careful thought and 
investigation."
